It
can hardly tie said to be encouraging.·

GROWTH IN RICHMOND.
It «loos not show the situation t>v be

what It might from a denominational
point of view, and Mr. Pollard attempts
to place his finger upon.the weak' spots,
In doing so ho makes some interesting
étalements. He says In part:
"The growth of Richmond Baptists,

however, has not been encouraging."Be¬
tween 1872 and 1882 their percentage of
growth was 63; between 1882 and 1892 It
was 74," while during the last decade It
fell to 20. It is difficult to explain this
great and sudden decrease In percentage
of growth, btit tho writer suggests that
it may be duo partly to the following
causes:

"1. A marked {tailing off In the Interest
of tho churches "in their Sunday-schools.
In 1S93 the ? enrollment of the Sunday-
schools was'89 per cent, as great as the
enrollment of tho churches,'whllo in 1002
the percentage had fallen to 71.

"2. During the last decade many of
our churches have been engaged tn re¬

building or Improving tholr houses of wor¬
ship, and much of the' energy of the
members has been, expended in raising
large amounts of money, thus diverting
attention from soul-Saying to money-rais¬

ing. ,V '-'-¦ :.:-¦.,
"3. We have suffered the last decade

from some unseemly and bitter church
and denominational controversies, which
could but retard our' growth. The \ BAp-
tlsts are no more quarrelsome than other
denominations, -" but our Baptist equip¬
ment Is essentially lacking In machinery
for crushing the unruly brother. If his
own religión docs not stay his destructive
hand, tho deadly work usually continues
without 'let or hindrance.' ,'·

"4. Older Baptiste, tell me that our
pastore and Sunday-school teachers ore
not emphasizing our distinctive princi¬
ples £s much as formerly;' The' Baptists
\,t Richmond .arti: excelled·'by other 'de-
nominations in average culture, wealth
and Influence. We excel only In .-num¬
bers and'in tho impregnability of.our
principles. To cease' to emphasis* these
principles Is' to cease to grow. .'

"Our respeota for future growth snd de¬
velopment are.bright, »Our sixteen church
houses are handsome, convenient and
well located. Our., membership ¿abounds
(rt inen of culture", wealth, influer.«}-'· and
religion. Our pulpits are filled by'-able
end consecrated ministers. If we do not
-In. the next, decadal accomplish greater
things towards saving-Richmond, we will
be lamentably unfaithful to tho great
commission which God has entrusted to

POSTPONED
THEJASES

Chinese Before the United
States Court Yesterday.

TRY CASES ON MAY 12TH

Woo Ott Produces His Credentials and
Is Set Free.Government Interpre«

ter Gives Some Very
Material Aid.

The cases of the six Chinese residente,
charged with being ln this country unlaw¬
fully, continued before United States
Commissioner Brady, were taken up yes¬
terday morning and after a stubborn con¬

test between the dlstriot attorney and
Messrs Flogenhelmer and Talley, of coun¬

sel for the defendants, were again con¬

tinued until Monday, May litt}, One of
the * defendants, Woo Ott, allas Charles
Hing Lee, was discharged on production
by him of a certificate of registration,
signed by William Ryan, internal revenue

collector of this city, under tho admin¬
istration of Cleveland. Woo Ott stated

on Saturday that this paper was ln Nor¬
folk, and on Sunday ho went to that city,
got the paper and produced it in court
this morning, with the result that It w*»s

found to be all right and he 'waa dis¬
charged.'
Tho other. five who are required to

show causo why they should not be de¬
ported renewed their ball bonds with the
same bondsmen, eaoh In the sum of $250,
and were discharged pending determina¬
tion of tho cases. They are Sing Lee,
of North Sixth Street! Hing Lee allas
Quong Wah, of Manohester; Joe Ying, of
Seventh Street, near Main; Yee Hon Sun,
of No. Ill' West Marshall Street! Bhung
Duck, of No. 1828 East Ma/In Street, Where
an alias Is given It means merely that
the Celestials have a business nemo or

Amerlcanl-ed title, and a real Chinese
name by which they are known to their
fellows.

BHUNG DUCK'S PEDIGREE.
All of these Chinese have waht Is known

as merchants' certificates, but It Is claim¬
ed that these are not valid unless the
holder Is actually engaged In mercantile
business. A separate oertlfloete, known
among the Chinese as a "chock-chee," is

required of Chinese laborers. Every Chi¬
nese resident in this country must pro¬
duce one or the other .of these certificates
jr he Is liable to deportation under tho
terms of the exoluslon act Hero Is the
form of the merchant's certificate pro¬
duced· by one of the Chinese now In cus¬

tody!

Chinese who was formerly a merchant,
but who for any reason has given up
that business and become a laborer, can¬
not remain In this country under a mer¬
chant's license. This the defense in this
case aro not prepared to admit, and
will probably contest The question is
an Issue In the caso.

CHARGE OF SMUGGLING.
Sam Lea, the Chinese restauranteur at

1806 Bast Franklin Street, who is held
under bopd on a charge of having in his
pqsseeslpn unstamped (and it Is believed
smuggled)"opium, claims that he bought
this of Ohoy Chopg Wah, of 19 Á, Mott
Street, New York, and ha surrendered to
the officers the bills of lading for the
goods. These are for one box of grooerles
In January, and another in April. Im¬
mediately upon getting this information
Marshal Treat wired the department, and

steps have been taken to arrest Choy
Chong Wah on the· charge of smuggling.
If Sam Lee can sustain his claim that he
bought the goods of this man, not know¬
ing that It was smuggled opium, he will
exonerate himself of .the charge. This, it
is believed, he can do, but the Mott Street

, merchant must then explain his posses¬
sion of tho unstamped opium.
Tho story that the local Chinese were

resentful toward Charles Key, tho Inter¬
pretier brought here by tha government,
and that thoy had held a m-oetlng Sun¬
day and threatened hie life If ho did not
leave here, was laughed at yester_ay by
the Interpreter when he was Interviewed
by a reparier for The Tiims-Dlspatch at
the Lexington Hotel, where he Is stop¬
ping. "It any of them threaten me," ho
said, "I'll have them locked up," Ho
said be was not the least bit alarmed,
and that he had heard nothing of tho
alleged threats and did not credit the
rumor. Key left yesterday evening for
Washington, but will be here at the hear¬
ing.' of these cases on tho 12th as the
Interpreter for the government.
When the cases of the five Chinese were

called yesterday .befotie Commissioner
Brady Mr. R. H. Talley was· announced
as associated with Messrs. Henry and
Melvln Plegenheimer, as counsel for the
defendants. District Attorney Lewis ap¬
peared for the government, and Insisted
upon Immediately going -into the cases.
Mr. Flegenhelmer protested that ho'had
no-timo to oven examine tho certificates,
tho validity of which was the Issue in
the case, and that he had had absolutely
no opportunity to confer with lus clients.
¦He desired to secure a competent Inter¬
preter to assist him In communicating
With his clients and getting Information
necessary to the conduct of the defense.
District Attorney Lewis Insisted that

there bo no further delay, but the com¬
missioner finally consented to defer con¬
sideration of the case until Monday, May
12th, and- the bonds were renewed until
that time.- -

That there has been a large Indulgence
In opium In this city during the past
year or two Is widely believed, but there
is no direct evidence on this point, which
Is not an Issue In the cases now in the
Federal Court.
Key, tho Interpreter, stated that the

boxes found were known as one pound
boxes, but that they usually wero nbout
hsjt full, luven at this figure the dis¬
covery of 220 empty boxes Indicates an

enormous consumption of the opiate.
It is Inferred from those figures that
others than the few Chinese'In the city
have been "hitting the pipe,"
The Messrs. Megenhelmer, oounsol for

the alleged alien Chinese, states that
they attribute the arrests and charges
now being hoard as the result of dis¬
sensions among th« local Chlrieso, In con¬

sequence ot which one of them went to

Washington and reported that there were

allens_here. and that opium waa^belng
used In large quantities. They hellevo
they will be able to show' that tho whole
matter is a much ado about nothing, or

next to nothing.

what Is right and what Is wrong, with
regard to sinful amusements. Let me

make a practical test of the influence of
theatre-going, card-playing, swearing and
saloon patronizing Ohurch members (I do
not say Christians). If there- Is an un¬

saved man or woman in this audience
to-night, who has the least Iota,of con¬

fidence in any churoh member's religion,
who Is guilty of these things, stand up.
I felt perfectly suro that no one would

rise. I see no ono standing, Sometime
ago I made this proposition to 1,200 peo¬
ple with about 400 unconverted present
and not a soul stood. Just so, and Paul
says. "If by eating m<?at ? cause my
lirother to offend, I will oat no more
meat while the world starjds." Yotr can¬
not afford to link yourself with an evil
institution. I know that thero are some

moral plays, and I would love to seo

them presented, but there Is not a morn!
theatre In the world, And we, as Chris¬
tians, can never afford to link ourselves
with an evil institution. We must not
.give any evil Institution our moral sup¬
port. On the other hand, we must "ab¬
stain from every appearanco of evil," and
strive moro and more to "opercome evil
with good." Watch those traps of the
devil for souls, lest you loseo your soul,
